“Met as we are, the represeatatives of different local inte- 
rests, n3 well as the general interests of our territory; and 
embraeiag, as does our bous, citizens of different states and 
countries, with partialities and predilections in favorof former 
laws and usages, it can hardly be expected that perfect union 
of views will prevail on any subject. All general laws must 
necessarily be made up, to some extent, at least, of mutual 
concessions and compromises. In harmonizing this discrep- 
ancy, should it prevail, as well as in all our deliberations, a 
gentlemanly courtesy alone can add dignity to our stations or 
honor to ourselves in our representative capacity. I shall en- 
ter upon the duties you have assigned me, gentlemen, rely- 
ing more upon your kind indulgence than upon any confi- 
dence in my own ability. 

** For this expression of your confidence, permit ine again 
to return you my sincere'thanks."

The officers elect of the council appeared at the President’s 
desk and were severaliy sworn to the faithfal discharge of the 
duties of their recpective ofiices. 

A message from the house of represeutatives by their chief 
clerk :

On motion of Mr. Collins, 
The council proceeded to the hallof the house of repre- 
sentatives, where the governor, Henry Dodge, appeared and 
delivered the following message, to wit: 


Fellow citizens of the Council 
and House of Representatives : 

We are assembled to perform the high and responsible du- 
ty of making laws for the people of Wisconsin. Sound 
principle, disinterested motives, and a spirit of patriotism, 
should direct our course eud be onr rule of action. Equal rights 
and equal laws. are et e } tates: of our sve institutions, 
and are in the keeping ui the peuple U.caeelves; the fewest 
and simplest laws suited to their state and condition, consis- 
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tent with the great objects to be obtained, will be the most 
salutary and acceptableto them; that). « i-lation which makes 
equal the taxes and burthens of gover..' i t, and extends the 
same encouragement to the enterprise a. « iudustry of all, m ev- 
ery situation ana ind ovment, secura: uo special privileges 
to any, will be the means of Gilusina prosperity throughout the 
whole ion e To confer favors upen classes, or locali- 
ties, by legislative ena»tment, produccs a competition des- 
tructive to profitabie industry. 


In accordance to the provisions of a law passed at the last 
session of the legislative assembly, the convention elected by 
the people of the territory, have asseinbled and framed a con- 
stitution fcr t22 ::.2 cf Wisconsin, whieh bas been sub- 
mitted by tha:a to us congress of the United Stato cm to 
the pecie of the ieiriery ier their acecptuuce Gr Igesi 
The a¢missiou. 2 Wisconsin es a state intu tke Unicn vii be 
the means oi proniotiug the best interests of the people— 
from territcrial devendcnee, cy will assume the powers of 
asovercion state; tney will be represented in both houses of 
congress, where they wil have a voice anda vote in the 
councils of the republic. They will participate in all the ad- 
vantages of a government created by themselves—founded on 
the equal rights cf all—when all public functionaries will be 
immediately responsible to them—and when their expressed 
will'at the ballét box will be the supreme law of the state.— 
The denaticn of CCO,CCO acres cf land, to which the state will 
be entitled under tuo provisicrs of an act of congress, enti- 
tled “an act to apprcpriate the procceds of the sales of the 
public lands, ard to grant pre-emption rights,” approved 
September 4, 1841; also, five per centum on the nett proceeds 
of the public lands lying in the state, to which she will be en- 
titled on her admission into the Union—with the lands grant- 
ed by congress for schools and a university—if properly ap-. 
plied, will add greatly to the prosperity of the state. 


At the organization of tho territerial government of Wis-, 
consin, in 1856, her pepulaticn was twelve thousand three. 
hundred souls, east of the Mississippi; at the late census, ta- 


ken to the first of June last, her population was composed of 
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one hundred and fifty-five thousand, and before the organiza- 
tion of the state governament, her increased population would 
entitle her to three representatives on the tluor of congress, 
agreeable to the preseut ratio of representation fixed by that 
body. No territory of tne Unite À States has been populated 
with the same rapidity. in the same period oi time, 

When we take into view the natural advantages and re- 
sources of Wisconsin—the salubrity of her ciinate, and the 
fertility of her soil —her inexhaustible sources of mineral 
wealth, composed of lead, iron, and copper—with the most 
extensive pitie forests in the United States—with her inland 
sea, Lake Michigan, on the east, the “Father of Rivers” on 
the west, with several navigable rivers running through the 
territory—with a population, intelligent, industrious and en- 
terprising—may We not anticipate that Wisconsin will be one 
of the most populous states in the Union. In truth, it can be 
said that immigration has rapidly swelled our population; the 
forests and prairies have been subdued, and cultivated fields 
have taken their place; flourishing towns and villages have 
been built; capital has found profitable employment in the 
exploration and working of our mines, and in the navigation 
of our inland sea and rivers, Industry has rewarded the me- 
chanic, and abundant harvests the toil of the husbandman. 

I would respectfully recommend the appointment of a joint 
com:nittee from the council and house of representatives, to 
ascertain, if practicable, the amount of the indebtedness 
of the. territory. As the present will doubtless be the 
last meeting cf the legislative assembly during the ter- 
ritorial government, it is due the people, as well as the 
creditors of the territory, that this investigation should take 
place. Provision was made by an act of congress, ap- 
proved March 29, 1842, for the payment of certain arreara- 
ges and claims created by appropriations made by the legis- 
lative assembly prior to that period. What amount of these 
claims have been paid, or what appropriations made by the 
legislative assembly sulcus ut to that time remain unpaid, 
will be the subject of inquire. Dy the organic law the secre- 
tary of the territory is made the disbursing officer of the gov- 
ment—and until the settlement and adjustment of the ac- 
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counts of those charged with the disbursements of the public 
moneys, with the proper department, it cannot be known what 
amet they have paid under appropriations made by the les 
gisintivo assembly. 

At the last session of the legi. lative assembly, I submitted 
my Views vu the subject of harbor aud river appropriations by 
congress. My opinions as then expressed, have undergone 
no change. Appropriations having been made by congress 
for the commencement of harbors at the towns of Milwaukee, 
Racine, and Southport, in accordance with the long estab- 
lished usage of the government, it was not doubted but that 
annual appropriations would have been continued until their 
completion. I would respectfully recommend to the legisla- 
tive asse: .vly the propriety of memorializing congress, ask- 
ing an ep; ropriation to complete the harbors commenced at 
the town. desi-nuted, :creeable to the estimates made under 
the direction: of tue war department, and reported to congress. 
Th. Increased raportauce ef the commerce of Lake Michi- 
gan far surpasses that uf any other inland waters in the United 
States. The policy of tue government, heretofore, has been 
to afford every facility to commerce, by diminishing as much 
as*possible the dangers of navigation. The towns where 
harbors have been commenced by the government, in this 
territory, have rapidly increased in population and commer- 
cialimportance ; they are the principal depots for a, large ex- 
tent of country in the interior, densely populated, andin a 
high state of cultivation and agricultural improvement; where 
a large surplus of wheat and other products is raised annual- 
ly for the eastern markets. During the 27th congress, a bill 
was introduced into the house of representatives, without the 
action of the committee of commerce, appropriating eighty 
thousand dollars for harbors, at the towns of Milwaukee, 
Racine, and Southport, which passed the house; and al- 
though the appropriations for Racine and Southport were 
stricken out of the bill in the Senate, and St. Joseph, in Mich- 
igan, and Chicago, in Illinois, inserted, the bil’ passed that 
body with that amendrhent, and became a iaw. Luring the 
28th congress, a bill reported by the committee on roads and 
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canals to the house of representatives, making appropriations 
for harbors at the towns of Racine and Southport, passed both 
houses of congress and became a law. I have mentioned 
the course observed by tongress, when legislating for this 


territory alone, on separate bills, for specific objects, diston- 
nected from others. 


I would respectfully invite the attention of the legislative 
assembly to the settlers on the line of the “Rock River and 
Milwaukee canal.” By a law of this territory, approved 
February 24th, 1845, all the unsettled portions of the lands 
granted by the United States, (the odd sections) are to be 
sold until the whole tract is disposed of,- under the direction 
of the register and receiver of the canal fund, The sales re- 
ported to the office of „the executive, by the register and re- 
ceiver, on the Ist of June, 1846, and the 30th of October, 
1846, are twenty thousand two hundred and thirty acres of 
land,sold, for the sum of twenty-five thousand two hundred 
and thirty dollars and ninety-two cents. The 17th section of 
the law of the 24th February, 1845, states, “if congress shal} 
approve this act, then the foregoing provisions -bail be in full 
force, and the land shall be sold at the minimum price of one 
dollar and twenty-five cents per acre; but if congress does 
not disapprove, or shall fail to approve of this act, then the 
lands shall be sold at the maximum price of two dollars and 
fifty cents per acre ; one-half of such bid to be paid in cash 
on the day of sale; and the purchaser or purchasers shall 
execute a mortgage upon the land so purchased, to the terri- 
tory of Wisconsin, for the use of the future state of Wiscon- 
sin, in a sum of money equal to the sum which shall be equal 
to the difference between the amount of money thus paid 
upon such lands, and the amount the same would be if the 
same had been sold at two dollars and fifty cents per acre ; 
if the money so paid shall not equal such amount, condition- 
ed to pay the same in case the United States shall require 
the future state of Wisconsin to pay more than -the sum of 
one dollar and twenty-five cents per acre, otherwise such 
mortgage shall be void.” "The present is a short session of 
congress, and 1 do not believe there will be any action on the 
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subject of the canal lun]. during the session, nor during the 


existence of the tecr.t na covernment. And as an act of 

justice to the seii. i, * : oonunend a repeal of the law of the 

94th of February, 15:22. “Alt cales of land o1 the line of the 
3 


canal should cease, 10.4. otinion, until the sinal action of 
congress upon the claims of the settlers, under the state gov- 
ernment; when, I believe, they will have the right of pre- 
emption extended to them, and the land at the minimum 
price of the public lands. Proceedings of publie meetings of 
citizens on the line of the canal were forwarded to me before 
the sale of the canal lands in April last, requesting a suspen- 
sion of the sales until the actiou of congress upon their 
claims; they ‘considcred themselves aggrieved by being 
obliged to pay tlie minimum price of the government lands 
at the time of the purchase, and to mortgage their claims for 
an equal amount. It was urged that many of th settlers on 
the line of the canal were not prepared to pay for their claims 
at a forced sale of them; that the law regulating the sale of 
the canal lands was oppressive in its operation, and would 
become a fruitful source of strife and vexatious litigation be- 
tween those who might have conflicting interests, which 
would lead to the most serious results. 

From the disorgauized state of the militia of the territory 
for several pears past, and an entire omission, on the-part of 
many of the militia officers, to perform the duties required 
of them by law, I deemed a re-organization of them neces- 
sary to their efficiency. On the 21st of May last, an order 
was issued from the office of the adjutant general, requesting 
a meeting of the citizens in the several countíes liable by 
law to perform military duty, at a time designated, to rec- 
ommend, by election, suitable individuals to fill the field offi- 
ces of colonels, lieutenant colonels and majors. In some of 
the counties elections were held, and the field officers com- 
missioned ; in others, there were no meetings of the citizens. 
The militia of the territory have been formed into three divi- 
sions and six brigades; the division and brigade general 
officers have been commissioned. The regiments, separate 
battalions, and companies, will be formed and designated as 
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early as returns can be obtained from the several command- 
ing officers of counties. The early enrolment of the militia 
of the territory, and a return of them to the office of the ad- 
jutant general of the United States army, is required to ena- 
ble the territory to receive from the United States her quota 
of arms, under the act of congress of 1808, according to her 
numerical strength; and which would enable the executive 
of the territory to furnish the volunteers who have formed 
themselves irto companies, with suitable arms and equip- 
ments necessary to their complete organization. In March 
last, I addressed a letter to the honorable secretary of war, 
on the subject of arms due the territory, under the act of 
1808. Under date of the 13th of April, I received a letter 
from the colonel of the ordnance department, in which he 
stated that there were ten muskets due the territory for the 
year 1846. Under date of the 19th of May, I received a let- 
ter from the honorable secretary of war, requesting on the 
part of the president of the United States, that one regiment 
of volunteer infantry should be enrolled in this territory, and 
held in readiness to be mustered into the service of the Uni- 
. ted States, under the act of May 13th, 1846. On the 8th of 
June, I called on the citizens of the territory, requesting 
them to form ten companies of volunteer infantry, to elect 
their company officers, and report them to the office of the 
adjutant general, when commissions would be issued; the 
field officers to be elected by the companies composing the 
regimerit: When I made the request of the citizens of the 
territory to form a volunteer regiment of infantry, I expected 
that request would have been promptly responded to; there 
was iiot, I am sure, a want of that love of country and spirit 
of patriotism on the part of the citizens of Wisconsin; to obey 
the call of their country, when engaged in a just and most 
necessary war, to withhold them from volunteering their ser- 
vices; other causes,operdted on them. Many of our most 
patriotic citizens believed that the regular troops having been 
withdrawn from the frontier military posts in the territory, 
would have a tendency to embolden the Indians on our ex- 
tended and exposed frontier, and that the influence of a for- 
eign power might induce them to make an attack on our set- 
o 
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tlements; and thata regiment of volunteers might be re: 
quired for their defence and protection. Under date of the 
6th of June, I received a letter from the honorable secretary 
of war, requesting that one company of volunteer infantry 
should be raised in this territory, to rendezvous at Fort Craw- 
ford, to be mustered into the service of the United States, 
and to occupy that post in the absence of the regular tróops. 
The citizens of Crawford county, with a laudable spirit of 
patriotism, formed themselves into a volunteer company of 
infantry, whose services were accepted by the government. 
Our relations with the Menomonee and Chippewa Indians 
are of the most friendly character; they are the principal 
tribes now remaining within the limits of the Wisconsin su- 
perintendency. The Winnebago Indians, having sold their 
country west of the Mississippi to the United States, by a 
stipulation of their treaty they are to remove from the neu. 
tral country in one year; their proximity, heretofore, to the 
settlements in Wisconsin rendered them troublesome and 
annoying to our frontier citizens, who have exercised great 
forbearance towards them. The Menomonee Indians have 
complained, during the past season, of frequent intrusions, by 
citizens, on théir timbered lands ; their complaints have been 
referred to the war department, and steps, no doubt, will be 
taken to remove intruders from their lands. The purchase 
of the Menomonee country by the United States is desirable ; 
at least that portion of their country lying between the mouth 
of the Wolf river and the Portage of the Wisconsin and Fox 
rivers, and embracing the country bordering on the Wiscon- 
sin river claimed by them. À 
The annual report of the adjutant general, in relation to 
the organization of the militia of the territory, is submitted 
for your information. J would respectfully suggest the ne- 
cessity of making provision by law for defraying the inci- 
dental expenses of the office of the adjutant general, as much 
expense has been incurred during the last year in publishing 
in the different newspapers of the territory the various gene- 
ral orders, and in the payment of postage on returns made to 
that office. 


In conclusion, the representatives of the people may rely 
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on my co-operation with them in all measures calculated to 
promote the good of their constituents. It remains for me to 
invoke the blessings of the Almighty; who governs and con- 
trols the universe, on your councils, and that your acts may 
redound to the „honor and prosperity of our beloved Wis- 
consin. ]

It 
appears that the parties were married, on the 26th day of 
February last, in tne vi lace of Racine, in this territory; that 
the said Dorcas was a w dow, having two daughters, both of 
mature years, and the said petitioner having several children 
and being possessed of a handsome property, After the mat- 
riage the petitioner took lis vci] to hi: rezidenee in Walworth 
county, where they lived and cobabited torether for the bricf 
period of five or six ars, w Fen the said Dercas, of her own 
will, and against the wieues of the petitioner, abandoned his 
house and bed, and returned to Bor former residence at Ras 
cine. Since that time she has constantly refused to live or 
cohabit with him, but claims that he is chargeable with her 
board and maintenance. The committee are satisfied that 
this separation, as extraordinary as it was unjustifiable, was 
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brought about solely by the said Dorcas, and that the peti- 
tioner on his part has acted towards her with kindness and 
conciliation, evincing constantly a disposition to fulfil all the 
duties imposed by the marriage contract. 

The committee are further constrained to believe, from the 
proof before them, that the said Dorcas, in entering into the 
marriage relation, was not actuated by that good faith which 
alone can give validity to such a contract; on the contrary, 
that she intentionally misled the petitioner, both in regard to 
her personal feelings and pecuniary condition, if not also 
with respect to her past reputation and conduct: that he was 
soon involved in serious liabilities and heavy payments on 
the account of debts contracied by her before marriage; 
while she, in refusing to discharge her duties as his wife, 
would seem to have entered into the relation only to secure 
the payment of her debts and, a future support without ren- 
dering any proper equivalent. : 

In view of the case, as thus presented, the committee have 
arrived at two conclusions: 


Ist. That the petitioner is no longer under any moral obli- 
gation to maintain his said wife, or to fulfil a contract which, 
on her part, was entered into in fraud, and which almost ever 
since has been and stillis, by her, openly repudiated and for-

** COUNCILLORS: 

“The interchange of the customary resolutions of legis- 
lative bodies reminds us that our labors are about to close. 
For a few days we have labored together, and I am happy to 
say, industriously too, “ for weal or for woe," and are now 
about to return to our constituents, and to yield up to them 
the brief authority entrusted to us, and to submit to their 
consideration and to the test of time, the result of our labors 
and deliberations. 

“In reviewing the past, we have the high satisfaction to 


^ 
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reflect that no unkind act has occurred to mar the: general 
harmony and good feeling which have so honorably distin- 
guished the session we are about to close, or to reflect dis- 
honor upon the stations we have occupied, or the relations 
we have held to each other. Wherein we have differed, I 
am happy to bear testimony, that it has proceeded from an 
honest difference of judgment, or from a conscientious regard 
to the local interests of our more immediate local constitu- 
ents. And I need not say to you, fellow councillors, that a 
firm and honorable maintenance of such differences, and such 
interests, instead of lessening, eminently exalts the character 
of a legislator. It is thus, and thus only, that he proves him- 
self worthy of the trust reposed'in him. 


“I thank you kindly, councillors, for the aid you have ex- 
tended to the chair in all its duties. That I have fully and 
adequately requited this kindness I do not hope. The obli- 
gation it has created, 1 trust, will not soon be forgotten, In 
the discharge of my duties ] have undoubtedly often erred ; 
but I trust they will be imputed “to the head and not to the 
heart.” And with this confidence, which is so strongly en- 
couraged by the very flattering resolution you have passed, I 
shall long look back, should life be prolonged, to their scenes 
and relations with grateful remembrance. 

` “u This session, councillors, has other interesting relations 
than those which concern ourselves or the present. Should 
our constitution be adopted, which is more than probable, 
our session will close all further territorial legislation ; and 
those who will succeed us will commence, as it were, a new 
and more exalted state of political existence. . Instead of be- 
ing the mercenaries and dependants of another government, 
subject, even in a remote manner, to its laws and its restric- 
tions, we shall become a sovereign people, and feel and en- 
joy the independence of freemen. We are then living and 
acting for others as well as ourselves. The territory or state - 
we have chosen for our adoption is every way worthy of our 
choice. With a soil rich and fertile—a climate healthful 
and salubrious—with inexhaustible and untold mineral re- 
sources—with superior facilities and advantages for foreign 
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commerce as well as internal communication—no state has 
ever offered superior inducements to the intelligent and in- 
dustrious emigrant, or added a brighter star to the galaxy of 
the Union. 

* With these reflections, councillors, we close our labors 
and are about to separate. The uncertainty of life admon- 
ishes us that we may all meet again no more. As we part 
it gives me sincere pleasure to assure you that I have never 
approached the close of a session with more satisfactory re- 
flections ; and permit me to add, that not the least of these 
arises from the kind and honorable manner you have dis- 
charged your duties towards one another. For this, as well 
as for your personal kindness, accept my best wishes for 
your happiness and prosperity, bid you an affectionate fare- 
well. l

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ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE ADJUTANT GENERAL OF THE MILITIA OF W, T. 


Adjutant General’s Office. 
Mineral Point, W. T. December 31st, 1546. 
His Excellency Henry Dodge, 
Governor and Commander-in-Chicf, óc. 

Sir—In making to the commander-in-chief the annual re- 
port from this office, of the existing state of the militia of the 
territory of Wisconsin, litthe information can be communica- 
ted beyond the substance and the effect of the several gen- 
eral orders issued since the rastage ofthe act of the legisla- 
ture of Wisconsin, of the date of February 3d, 1846, the pur- 
port of which was to repeal the several acts which conflicted 
with the provisions, and to restore said provisions, of the 
act entitled “an act relating to the militia.” 

The general order No. 1, dated May 21st, 1846, declared 
that the organization of the militia of the territory, at this 
time, was decmed of the first importance. That the increas- 
ed population of tLe territory rencered a new designation of 
the bounds of regimcnts, tatialicns. and companies absolute- 
ly necessary. ‘That in order to enable the territory to receive 
her quota of public arms uncer the ect of congress of 1808, in 
proportion to the number cf her militia, a speedy and accu- 
rate enrollment of the militia was deemed indispensable.— 
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That itis upon our militia that we have to depend for the 
protection and defence of our extended frontier; and should 
it become necessary for them to take the field, they should be 
well armed and dis isii.d, to enuble them to perform the 
duties required of them es citizens soldiers; and that from 
the present appearance of our foreigu relations, it seemed 
proper that an early and efficient organization of our militia 
should take place to meet any emergency. 


The commandcr-in-chief therefore ordered that elections 
should be held in the several crzenized counties in the terri- 
tory, on the [Sth of June, 1540, forthe purpose of choosing, 
by the citizens liabie to perf ria military duty, suitable indi- 
viduals to fill the offices of cumel, Heutenant colonel, and 
major, in each county. This preparatory measure would 
enable commandants of regiments to designate the bounds of 
companies, with a view to their carly formation, and the ob- 
tainment of the desiied enrollment of the whole body of the 
militia. 

On the Sth of June 1846, a proclamation was issued by 
the governor and commander-in-chief, reciting an order from 
the war department, dated May 19th, 1€46, containing the 
request of the presiceut of the United States that there be 
enrolled and held in readiness, fer muster into the service of 
the United States, frem this territory, cne regiment of volun- 
teer infantry, to be composed of ten companies, to be com- 
manded by a colonel, lieut. colonel, and major, together with 
the proyer regimental staff, and that the several companies 
consist of the proper number of officers, non-commissioned 
officers, and musicians, and-sixty four privates. The com- 
mander-in-chief called on the citizens liable, by the laws of 
the territory, to perform military duty, to enroll themselves, a 
sufficient number of thcm, as voluntecrs, to meet the request 
of the president, and to elect their ecmpany officers, who were 
to repoit the enrolment ond remer of it e volunteers of their 
respective companies, as early a- [ossible, to the adjutant 
general of the militia, at Mineral Point, when commissions 
would be issued to the company officers. 


The proclamation provided for the election of the field offi- 
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ters, and the appointment of the regimental staff; and urged ' 
a prompt reply on the part of the citizens of Wisconsin, 
to the call of the president on this territory, for a regiment of 
volunteers to take the fieid in defence and support of the 
rights of our common country, in the existing state of war be« 
tween the United States and the Republic of Mexico. 

The general order No. 2, was issued in consequence of the 
above stated prozlainatioa, and contaiaed specifications of the 
age, and physical quialiizatiuns of tao requisite volunteers, 
together with the form of the enrollment and agreement to 
be signed by them, as holding themselves in readiness to be 
mustered into the service of the United States when called 
on by the governor of Wisconsin. The date of this general 
order is June 22d, 1816. 

The general order No. 3, bearing date August 95th, 1840, 
directs the following to be the division and brigade organi- 
zation of the milítia of Wisconsin territory; three divisions 
and six brigades.

cers. On failure in any case to ciect such officers, then the 
colonels or commanding officers of the several regiments will 
immediately recommend suitable persons to fill the said offi- 
ces. Commanding officers of regiments are to report imme- 
diately to the adjutant general on the following matters ap- | 
pertaining to their respective commands: 


1. The designated bounds of each company district. 

2. The names of the company officers elected in such com- 
pany district. 

3. The names of the persons recommended to fill offices 
in such company district, where no election shall have been 


had. 


Each county in the territory is for the present designated 
as a separate and distinct regimental district and command, 
except the county of Grant, which comprises two regiments, 
divided by lines especially promulgated by the said general 
orders, and made known to the respective commanding offi 
cers of the said regiments by district orders, 
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Commissions are directed to issue, on the receipt of the 
several returns and recommendations at the adjutant gener- 
al’s office at Mineral Point. 

In conformity with the above general orders, returns of

A muster roll of thirty-seven members of a volunteer com- 
pany formed under general orders No. 2, and containing the 
“ agreement” signed according to said orders, has been re- 
turned to this office, accompanied with the assurances of the 
officers, that the company shall be filled, in twenty-four hours, 
if called into service of the United States. This company is 
called the “ Mississippi Guards,” Iowa county, and officered 
as follows: James Collins, captain, John W. ‚Cox, first lieu- 
tenant, and Morrison Williams, second lieutenant. 

A company of volunteers has been mustered into the ser- 
vice of the United States, from Crawford county, and station- 
ed in garrison at Fort Crawford. No returns of officers or 
men of this company appear on file in this office. 

I have received a communication from the adjutant gener- 
al of the army of the United States, in relation to the returns 
of the militia of this territory, to which I have promised a 
satisfactory answer; which answer will depend on the ful- 
filment of the requirements in general orders No. 4 ; and in fact 
all the desirable ends sought to be obtained by the comman- 
der-in-chief, in relation to the complete re-organization of the 
militia, and the reception of the quotas of public arms due 
from the United States to this territory for several years, will 
be frustrated unless a prompt and strict. obedience to gener- 
al orders Nos. 1 and 4, is effected. In every well grounded 
hope I await such result, and will communicate the same to 
your excellency as soon as procured. 

I submit to your excellency’s consideration the fact that no 
provision is made by law for defraying the incidental expen- 
ses of this office; and as much expense has been incurred in 
the presert year, the printing in all the papers in the terri- 
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tory the several general orders, and also in defraying the 
postage on numerous returns, and correspondence, by the 
adjutant general, it is respectfully desired that the subject be 
submitted to the legislature.

GF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF TERRITORIAL PROPERTY, 


Wisconsin LIBRARY, 
January 7, 1847.

In obedience to the several acts of the territory relating to 
the duties of superintendent of territorial property, the under- 
signed begs leave to submit to the legislature this his first 
annual 

REPORT. 

Persons having the privilege of the library have at times 
taken, books and detained them beyond the limit allowed by 
law, and in other instances several valuable works have been 
drawn and never returned to the library. Without involving 
the territory in the expenses of law suits, exceeding the value 
‘of the books thus detained, the librarian is unable to enforce 
the penalties of the eighth section of the “ act to provide for 
the appointment of a librarian,” or to recover those which 
are carried off. 
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I would recommend that another volume of the pamphlet 
laws printed since 1842, be bound for the use of the library. 
There are no copies of the Jaws of 1837, 1838 or 1839, in 
the library; and but six of the twenty copies containing the 
laws of 1840, 1841 and 1842, bound for the express use of 
the library, are now on hand; the others have been taken as 
above mentioned. A few other volumes should be bound. 

A case fitted with proper compartments for the preservation 
of the records and papers deposited in the library from total 
destruction, is needed ; and I would suggest an appropriation 
of $50 for that purpose. 

An appropriation of ten dollars is also needed for the law 
library, which has been received during the past year. 

The secretary of the territory, acting under instruction 
from Washington, did not permit the purchase ef the books 
contemplated by the second section of “ an act to provide for 
the payment of the expenses of the legislative assembly for 
the year 1846.” 


In obedience to the “ joint resolution instructing the super- 
intendent of territorial property to perform certain duties,” 
approved February 3d, 1846, I made a survey of the former 
council chamber and secretary's rooms, and found it neces- 
sary to remove the pilasters of the doors and windows, and 
base of the latter rooms, as they did not correspond with the 
style of finish in the council chamber, with which they were 
to be united under the resolution. The floor of the council 
chamber had sunk over the centreiof the governor’s room 
nearly six inches ; a similar depression had taken place in the 
south roof of the building, which required a series of col- 
umns from the basement to elevate and support. Lumber for 
this work was purchased in Milwaukee, and after it Was sea- 
soned, a contract to do the carpenter work was let to A. A. 
Bird at $500; his being the lowest and best contract I could 
procure The plastering was done by Messrs. Varney & 
Vial, under a contract of $325, no other person proposing to 
undertake it. To seat the 125 members of the convention, 
Mr. Darwin Clark furnished forty-three desks at $10 75 


each ; and chairs were supplied by S. S. Keyes. 
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Most of the bills for these supplies and repairs, and also 
for the stationery of the convention, have been allowed by 
that body, but owing to an order of the convention to deposite 
all bills for items furnished and allowed, with the secretary 
of the territory, I have no means in this office of ascertaining 
their amount. 

Owing to the difficulty of procuring lumber and laborers, 
the order of the legislative assembly, contained in the follow- 
ing resolution, (laws of 1846, p. 220,) “ That the superin- 
tendent of territorial property is hereby required to prepare a 
suitable room in this capitol, at the seat of government, for 
the safe keeping of the public arms and equipments,” has 
been postponed ; and I trust that course will be approved by 
the legislature- 


On examining the wooden pillars in the basement of the 
capitol, I found them rapidly decaying below the earth, and 
in order to save them from further decay, the earth has been 
removed from the south basement to the bottom of the wall. 
This work should be continued until the entire basement is 
excavated and properly enclosed with doors and windows. 
This portion of the capitol can be converted into a safe, con- 
venient and valuable depository for wood; or should it be 
deemed advisable, windows can be opened in the side walls 
of the basement, and excellent committee rooms and offices 
may be fitted up. An outlay of about $200 would now fit 


the entire basement for a wood cellar, having a passage from 
the first floor of the hall. 


On the 22d of February last, Levi Booth commenced work- 
ing in and about the capitol, on a contract of $150 a year. 
He has been engaged since that time in trimming the trees, 
grubbing up the bushes and roots, removing the stones and 
rubbish from the yard of the capitol, in making walks to the 
principal gates, in sweeping and cleansing the rooms and 
halls of the capitol, before, since and during the sitting of the 
convention, in making and putting down the carpets, and fit- 
ting up the rooms of the capitol for the use and convenience 
of the convention and legislature; and he is now employed 
under my direction in sweeping, making fires, and tending 
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upon the rooms of the governor, secrefary and the library ; 
and it is also his duty to sweep and light the halls and 
cleanse the steps of the capitol. The continuance of a la- 
borer, under the direction of this office, is recommended. 

A well for the convenience of the capitol, as well as safety 
in case of accident by fire, is needed in the yard. An appro- 
priation of $150 for this object would be sufficient. 

To meet the necessary repairs and slight improvements 
about the capitol, a small sum placed at the disposal ef this 
office would save many. dollars to the territory, and enable 
the superintendent to procure labor and materials with 
promptness, and far cheaper than they have heretofore been 
had. The legislature cannot be insensibie of the fact, that 
on the present system of credit the territory is obliged to pay 
far more than individuals are obliged to pay for cash; and 
yet great difficulty has been experienced the past year in 
procuring labor or. materials for the small items of expense 
in fitting up the rooms. 

In pursuance of the spirit of the third section of * An act 
to provide for the payment of Moses M. Strong's account 
against the territory," the attorney-general has had the en- 
tire control of the territorial suits. The one against the com- 
missioners of public buildings has been prosecuted to a judg- 
ment in favor of the territory. I do not understaud that ex- 
penses to a great amount have been incurred this year in their 
prosecution.

OF THE REGISTER AND RECEIVER OF CANAL LANDS. 


To the Hon. the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Wis- 


consin : 
The undersigned register and receiver of canal lands, in 


pursuance of the requirements of sec. 9 of the act apprred 
February 24th, 1845, submit the following 


REPORT: 


1. That public sales of the canal lands have been held at 
various times during the year 1846, at the court house in 
the city of Milwaukee, pursuant to notice and in conformity 
to the said act: That the first sale was opened on the second 
Tuesday in April last, and was continued for three days: 
That adjournments were then had from day to day, until the 
19th day of October last, when a further public sale was 
had, continuing two days: That a further adjournment was 
then made, from day to day, until the 10th day of November 
last, when a last and final sale was had, continuing two days, 
the office remaining open until the 31st day of December, 
when it was-finally closed. 

9. That at said several public sales various lots and parcels 
of the unsold canal lands were by us disposed of to the high- 
est bidders, amounting in all to twenty.four thousand one 
hundred and ninety-three and seventy-one one-hundredths 
(24,193 71-100) acres. 

3. That all of said lands were sold at the mimimum price 
of two dollars and fifty cents per acre, of which one dollar and 
twenty-five cents per acre was paid at the time of the sale, 
(excepting therefrom eighty-three and a half acres, of which 
the entire amount was paid,) and the remainder has been se- 
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cured by mortgages on the premises, agreeably to the provi- 
sions of the 17th section of said act, in all cases when patents 
have been delivered to the purchasers. 

4. That patents have been isstied by the governor, and 
transmitted to the register for all lots and parcels of land sold 
as above stated; but in consequence of some expected action 
of congress, or of your honorable body, in relation to said 
mortgages, only sixteen (16) of said patents have been taken 
by the purchasers and mortgages given.

10. In conclusion. the undersigned deem it proper to re- 
mark, that owing to the doubtful phraseology of the act of 
1845, and to misapprehensions in regard to the powers and 
duties of those who were called upon to execute it, a very 
high state of feeling was aroused among the settlers, which 
at first threatened to obstruct the publie sales by violence; 
that, from these causes, the duties of the register and recei. 
ver were rendered very arduous and embarrassing, and they 
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were compelled to seek legal counsel in regard to the proper 
course to be pursued. 

The undersigned, however, take great pleasure in stating, 
that after a series of mutual discussions and explanations, 
they were enabled, through the good sense and right feeling 
of the great body of the settlers, to make such an arrange- 
ment as both to protect the interests of the territory and to 
secure the occupants of the lands the opportunity to avail 
themselves of the liberal provisions of the law. 

The undersigned further remark that “canal bond No. 
31,” authorized to be paid by sec. 7 of the act of 1845, has 
not been presented for payment by the holder, and conse- 
quently has not been paid.

As these selections were made, I gave notice to the regis- 
ters of the land offices in which they were situated, with the 
date of the selection. As doubts were entertained by some 
whether I would have a right to select other than technical 
sections, I applied to the attorney general, A. Hyatt Smith, 
Esq., for his opinion. He says that “Iam of the opinion 
that you are not confined in the location of lands to the sec- 
tion lines, but that you may locate in one, two or more sec- 
tions, provided that youselect at least one section in quantity 
ain each tract.” Also, he says, “I am not aware of any law 
which prohibits the location of the university land on the even 
sections on the canal grant, and am therefore of the opinion 
that you may so locate if desirable. And in July last, after 
a portion of the lands had been selected, I received from the 
acting commissioner of the general land office a communica- 
tion, of which the following is an extract: 


e Goxerat LAND OFFICE, 
June 30th, 1846. 

“ Srg — The register at Mineral Point having transmitted 
to this office a copy of vour communication to him of the Sth 
inst., making known the selection by you, as agent of the ter- 
ritory of Wisconsin, of certain lands in the Mineral Point 
district for seminary purposes, under the act of congress ap- 
proved 12th June, 1838, I have deemed advisable to commu- 
micate with you on the subject, in order to acquaint you with 
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the action heretofore had thereon, and instruct you as to the 
mode in which the selections are to be mado." 


And after reciting the act of congress, he continues: 

“Under this act, selections amounting to 27,498 98-100 
acres have been approved by the secretary of the treasury, ih 
the districts and at the dates under mentioned: — 4 


Green Bay,....10,248 83-100 acres, appr'd Sth Aug., 1840.

“ Leaving at the last mentioned date, ( SHE 4, 1945,) but

“You will perceive that the law requires that the selec- 


tions shall be ‘of tracts of land of not less than an entare sec- 
tion, corresponding with any of the legal divisions into which 
the public lands are authorized to be surveyed.’ 

* Should you select bodies of land other than technical 
sections, two half sections, or four quarter sections laterally 
contiguous and forming a square tract similar to a technical 
‘section’ of a mile square, may be taken. When it may be 
deemed expedient to select a fractional section, such fraction- 
al section must be taken in lieu of an entire section; or when. 
four quarter sections, laterally contiguous, as above provided, 
are selected, and either of those quarter sections should be 
fractional, such fractional quarter section must be taken in 
lieu of an entire quarter.” 

So much of the good land having been taken, I have found 
it extremely difficult to make desirable selections, and I have 
not been particularly favored by the “ settlers" in obtaining 
that information in relation to “claims” and improvements 
which I could not obtain at the land offices, and therefore it 
has been necessary to examine each section, and in most 
places to trace the lines thereof, (either in person or by an 
assistant ;) and in order to perform the duty assigned me, for 
the best interest of the territory, I have not only devoted most 
of my own time since my appointment, (except during the 
session of the recent convention,) but have employed to assist 
me Mr. Davin Humes, a man of much experience in the un- 
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settled portions of the territory. A particular account-of the 
time spent in this business will be submitted to the legisla- 


* ture. 


And in conclusion, allow me to say, sir, thatif the selec- 
tions which I have made are not the best which could have 
been made, at this late day, it has not been for want of pro- 
per exertions on my part.

This statement shows that he has overdrawn about seven 
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hundred dollars. The bond issued by F. J. Dunn must have 


been obtained upon the oath of said Noonan, as Mr. Dunn as- 
serts that it was his invariable custom to require an affidavit 
to the indebtedness before issuing any territorial bond. 

We now call upon the territorial legislature, at its next 
session, to investigate this matter, and to take the proper 
steps to recover the amount thus shown to be fraudulently ta- 
ken from its treasury. It is but an act of justice to every tax- 
payer of Wisconsin, as well as what is due to the character 
of our new state, that depredations upon the public purse 
should be rigidly sought out and promptly dealt with.

Previous to the time of making my first annual report on 
the 6th day of January, A. D. 1846, I had received into the 
territorial treasury from several of the counties, in territorial 
indebtedness, the sum of one thousand nine hundred twenty- 
three dollars and sixty-nine cents, which was fully set out in 
my said report. ` 

Since that time I have received from various counties and 
other sources, the sum of eight thousand two hundred twen- 
ty-six dollars and fifty-four cents, making in all the sum total 
paid into the treasury during my term of office, (exclusive of 
the receipts from sales of canal lands,) ten thousand one hun- 
dred fifty dollars and twenty-three cents.

0... jeecsed. ter. as x large amount of 
biai gan Wit tte. ru id Peel pari ot the arrear- 
age funds placed mm tae dads of bo lite secretary of the tér- 
ritory, Mr. Floyd. 

The legislative assembly, at its last session, by joint reso- 
lution, authorized me to present to Mr. Floyd such bonds and 
scrip as might be in my hands as he was instructed to pay 
out of said arrearage fund. In pursuance of said resolution, 
I presented to him several thousand dollars of scrip and bonds 
of the class above referred to, both before and after his remo- 
val from office; but I was uniformly unsuccessful in my ef- 
forts to induce him to pay the whole or any part thereof. 

I would suggest the propriety of ascertaining the exact 
amount of indebtedness in the treasury that the late secretary 
was instructed to pay out of the arrearage funds placed in his 
hands for that purpose; and itis believed that with the infor- 
mation that the present secretary will be able to furnish, and 
by an inspection of the indebtedness in my hands, by a com- 
mittee of your honorable bodies, the amount may be ascer- 
tained with mathematical certainty. 

In pursuance of a jomt resolution of the legislative assem- 
bly, approved Jan. 31st, 1846, I have delivered to Daniel 
Baxter eight bonds of one hundred dollars each, issued under 
an act of the legislative assembly for the completion of the, 
capitol at Madison, and which had never before been issued 
from the treasury.

` REPORT . 


OF COMMITTEE ON INTERNAL IMPROVEMENTS RELATIVE TO MEMO- 
RIALIZING CONGRESS ON THE SUBJECT OF HARBOR APPROPRIA- 
TIONS, 


The committee on internal improvements, to which was 
referred so much of the governor's message as relates to 
“ memorializing congress on the subject of harbor appropria- 
tions," 


REPORT: 


That the subject has ,been under consideration, and the 
committee views the improvement of the lake harbors gene- 
rally as a subject of vast importance to the whole country. 
'The trade of the whole west and a great proportion of the 
southwest Is carried on upon the great chain of lakes—pro- 
perly regarded as inland seas. | 

The increasing importance of this trade, in which the 
whole Union is directly or indirectly concerned, it seems to 
the committee, justly demands the favorable consideration of 
congress, and that as a national interest, it ought to be fos- 
tered and protected. It is important to the whole country, as 
the whole country is more or less connected with it. The 
lakes border upon a great and an important portion of the 
states of the Union. To those states its importance and its 
advantages will not be estimated or enumerated by the com- 
mittee. They are so obvious to the most common observer, 
and to those of the slightest knowledge of the country and its 
commerce, and who have the narrowest notions even of the 
laws of trade, as to render any enlargement or explanations 
upon the subject by the committee entirely unnecessary. All 
must concur in the assumption of the committee on this point 
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The interest of those states not bordering upon or lying im- 
mediately adjacent to the lakes, in this commerce, is equally 
apparent, when are taken into view the many great works of 
internal improvements in the states of the west connecting 
with the lakes. The number and importance of these im- 
provements need not be enumerated and estimated by the 
committee. À glance at them is sufficient. These are but 
outlets, passing from these great inland seas into and through 
these several states, connecting by intersecting links with the 
* father of rivers" and the Atlantic ocean. Our national and 
general interest in the navigation of these lakes may be easily 
and forcibly appreciated by weighing, without much particu- 
larity or nicety, the proposition of sinking or making them a 
' To what extent the agricultural 
and commercial interests of all the eastern, western, and 
southwestern states would be affected, (if such a contingency 
were possible,) human calculation could not demonstrate, nor 
the serious consequences to our whole country, and to us asa 
nation, be arrived at with any greater certainty; but a prac- 
tical demonstration would leave but little room for inquiry or 
doubt. One conclusion is here forced upon the committee, 
and that is, that the eastern, northern and northwestern por- 
tions of the country would be more seriously affected than 


** desert waste of waters.’ 


would be the southern and'southwestern portions of our com- 
mon country—and that in about the same proportion would 
the interests of the former mentioned portions be promoted 
by the proper and reasonable improvement of western and 
Jake harbors. - 

The president with his annual message to congress on the 
9d of December, sent the report of the secretary of war to 
him, and invites the attention of congress to the suggestions 
contained in that report, (‘‘as showing the condition ef the 
public works,”) in relation to these prominent objects of “na- 
tional interests.” 

The secretary of war, in that report, speaking of the re- 
port from the chief of the topographical bureau, says: “The 
lakes are almost entirely destitute of natural harbors, Navi- 
gation upon them is exposed to imminent perils, and not un- 
frequently attended with frightful Joss of life and property. 
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With the settlement and growth of the western country, the 
commerce of these inland seas has rapidly increased, and its 
estimated annual ameunt now exceeds in value the entire 
exports of the products and manufactures of the United 
States to all, foreign countries. An interest of this magni- 
tude, daily augmenting, in which so many states and so large 
a portion of our citizens participated, naturally commanded 
the attention of congress, and properly received its fostering 
care. Safe harbors were much needed, and a system of im- 
provements, with a view to provide them, was commenced in 
1824. The total amount expended upon these harbors is 
$2,861,964. The objects to which these appropriations bave 
been applied and the amounts of them from 1924 to the pres- 
ent time are specified in the annexed report, together with an 
estimate of the further sums required for the-ensuing fiscal 
year. The works, so far as they have progressed, give abun- 
dant assurance that the anticipated advantages will in the end 
be realized to the fullest extent. It may be proper to remark, 
that these improvements are not without benefit in a military 
‘point of view. Should it ever become necessary to have a 
naval force upon these lakes, the numerous and commodious 
harbors thus provided by the aid of the government, will con- 
tribute to its safety and successful operations. Besides, there 
are now employed in the commerce of these great lakes a 
large number of large sized and stoutly built steamboats, 
which would not have been placed there by individual enter- 
prise, but for the safety and accommodation afforded by these 
harbors. In case of a public emergency, these steamers can 
be expeditiously converted into effective vessels of war, and 
rendered subservient to military operations. Nor are the 
economy and facility of transporting troops, munitions of war 
and supplies, to be overlooked in estimating the public ad- 
vantages of the lake improvements. It is also said that our 
best seamen are those who have been trained in lake navi- 
gation,” 

This further paragraph will be found in the same report: 

* The public usefulness of these improvements will be bet- 
ter appreciated when it is considered that by means of them 
a most dangerous navigation has been rendered comparative- 
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/y safe—a large shipping interest has been created upon our 
lakes, and facilities and shelter afforded to a commerce now 
estimated at a hundred millions of dollars annually, and in- 
creasing with surprising rapidity; in which six states are 
directly, and all sections of the country incidentally inter- 
ested.” 

The committee fully concur in all the above quoted views, 
and are satisfied with the forcible manner in which they are 
presented. Nor do they lose any force when it is considered 
that they are presented officially by a high official function- 
ary, having many statistics and many references to resources 
full of information upon the subject, and all others connected 
with state and national policy. Notwithstanding these 
views were endorsed and recommended to tongress by the 
president as ‘prominent objects of “national interest ;" when 
by act of congress afterwards provision was made for these 
“ prominent objects of national interest,” the president at a 
late day of the session of corgress last year returned the 
bill making these appropriations to the house of represen- 
tatives, with his objections thereto. The force of these ob- 
jections the committee will not undertake very fully to meet 
or answer. Whether his objections, which are predicated, or 
pretended to be predicated upon constitutional grounds, apply 
to all the appropriations contained in that bill, or only to äp- 
propriations for harbors clearly within the states, we are not 
by the message informed. The committee, so far as they 
may be allowed to have an opinion upon this point, are of the 
opinion that the president’s constitutional scruples, so far as 
harbors entirely without any of the sovereign states are toti+ 
cerned, are without any foundation; and in this opinion the 
committee is supported by the opinions of the most ‘promi: 
nent jurists and statesmen who have occupied prominent 
stations in our country for many years past. 

A farther objection urged by the president in his veto of 
the harbor bill, not founded upon constitutional grounds, 
which may be sanctioned by a section of the country less in- 
terested in the improvement of lake harbors than the north- 
ern and western section of the country, the committee does 
not feel called upon here to decide. It is thus expressed in 
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thé message referred to: “If no constitutional objections ex- 
isted against this bill, there are others of a serious nature 
which deserve some consideration. It appropriates between 
one and two millions of dollars for objects which are of no 
pressing necessity; and this is proposed at a time when the 
country is engaged in a foreign war, and when congress, at 
its present session, has authorized a loan, or the issue of treas- 
ury notes, te defray the expenses of the war, to be resorted 
to ‘if the exigencies of the government shall require it.’ It 
would seem to be the dictate of wisdom, under such circum- 
stances, to husband our means and not to waste them on com- 
paratively unimportant objects, so that we may reduce the 
Idan or issue of treasury notes which may become necessary, 
to the smallest practicable sum. It would seem to be wise; 
too, to abstain from such expenditures, with a view to avoid 
the accumulation of a large public debt, the existence of 
which would be epposed to the interests of our people, as well 
as to the genius of our free institutions.” 

The committee are aware that subjects of improvement in 
the north, even though they be of a national character; and 
important as well in a national as in a military point of view, 
are not as near the heart of the president, and do not lie as 
near his general and technical notions of constitutional law, 
as do those measures enhancing the interest and institutions 
of that section of “ our common country,” whose climate and 
society are more congenial to his education and prejudices. , 
Yet the committee would suggest that while'the people of 
the north and west fully appreciate the importance of the 
Mexican war to the south, they cannot consistently forget 
those things which pertain to their own interest, and which 
intimately connect themselves with the interests of the whole 
people; and while they deprecate as strongly as the president 

_can, the accumulation of a public debt, they are a little 
averse to appropriating all the public treasure accruing to the 
government from northern industry and enterprise, and from 
the sales of the public lands, made desirable and valuable by 
their “own sweat," to the prosecution of the southern war, and 
they left without protection to their interests, and without any 


means of defence should a war come from a different quarter. 
43: 
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Without further enlargement upon the subject, and believe. 
ing, as the committee does, that the president will not recede 
from his views until a more convenient season than the pres- 
ent, and that a two-thirds vote cannot be had in favor of a 


western harbor bill, they cannot recommend memorializing 
congress on the subject.

The committee on territorial affairs to whom was referred 
the communication of Messrs. Brown and Sullivan, in relation 
to alleged over-payments, made to Josiah A, Noonan, and. 
also a resolution as to other over-payments, appearing by the 
records kept in the office of the secretary of the territory, res- 
pectfully report, that they have had the matter referred to 
them under consideration, and find, by examining the sever- 
al acts making appropriations, made to said Noonan, and the 
abstract of payments made thereupon, the following statement 


of facts: :

It further appears by two cancelled bonds, now in the au- 
ditor's office, that Francis J. Dunn, on the 19th day of Febru- 
ary, 1841, issued to Josiah A. Noonan, two bonds, one for 
the sum of one hundred and fifty dollars, numbered 1, and 
the other for six hundred and thirty-two dollars and eleven 
and one-half cents, numbered 2, bearing interest-at ten per 
centum per annum, for a part of said appropriation, made Au- 
gust 14th, 1840, and that said bonds were assigned by said 
Noonan to said Sholes. Upon the bond numbered 2, there 
appears an endorsement of a payment of three hundred dol. 
lars, made to Strachan & Scott, who were the assignees of 
said C. C. Sholes.7 Both the bonds were cancelled, and au- 
ditor's warrants issued for the amount due upon them. 
Amount appropriated to Noonan & Sholes above, $892 87 
Paid as-above by Knapp,and Slaughter, $720 00

These are the facts as appear by the abstract of payments 
in the secretary’s office, but no vouchers are in the posses- 
sion of the secretary, and we were therefore unable to test 
their authenticity. By evidence which was before us it ap- 
pears that, at the time of the payment of the sum of $470, 
made 23d September, 1840, Mr. Noonan was at or near Wa- 
terford, inthe state of New York, and that Mr. Slaughter, 
the secretary by whom it purports to have been made, wag 
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in Wisconsin, Your committee have also learned that the 
subject matter of the charge contained in Messrs. Brown and 
Sullivan's communication 1s about to undergo a judicial in- 
vestigation, in an action.of libel brought upon the charge. 
Uuder these circumstances we deem it improper to express 
any opinion of the truth or falsity of the allegations contained 
in the communication, the more especially as the vouchers 
which contain the evidence required, are at Washington and 
entirely out of the reach of your committee. 

As to the matter referred to the committee for examination 
by the resolution above mentioned, your committee have ex- 
amined the abstract of appropriations and payments thereon 
in the secretary’s office and find that there appears to be 
over-paid to William W. Wyman the sum of four hundred 
and fifty-seven dollars, as follows:

| There also appears to have been pver-paid to C. C. Sholes, 
by the issuance of scrip, the sum of thirteen hundred and 
ninety-eight dollars and seven cents. 
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An appropriation for the sum of $4819 7-100 was made to 
C. C. Sholes, by the act of 19th February, 1841. In the lan- 
guage of the treasury abstract (allowing as due him $3420 
33-100.) “ This $3420 33-100 is part of $4319 7-100,—for 
$1398 7-100 of which he gave receipts to Field, yet he got 
scrip for the whole, of course scrip must remain unpaid to the 
amount of $1398 7-100 the excess erroneously issued to C. C. 
Sholes, who must redeem it.” 

Another item which came under thenotice of the commit- 
tee, was an appropriation made to S. F. Gale, for stationery, 
of $509 63, which appears by the secretary's abstract to be 
paid. From evidence before the committee it appears that 
scrip was issued for the amount of the appropriation, and that 
` the receipt given to obtain the scrip was used as voucher at 
Washington, and the scrip still remains unpaid. From the 
great carelessness and confusion with which some of the late 
secretaries have conducted all their official duties, the ab- 
sence of sufficient records to which to refer for information, 
and the frauds of the description of the last case, and some 
others, which have come under the notice of the committee, 
the committee hesitate to fix an imputation of dishonesty 
upon the persons above named, upon any of the facts which 
have come before them. They recommend no action, and 
ask to be discharged from the further consideration of the 
subjects referred.

I herewith present for the consideration of the legislative. 
assembly, a communication addressed to the Hon. N. P. Tall- 
madge, late Governor of this territory, by the assistant libra- 
rian of Harvard University, Cambridge, Mass., on the sub- 
ject of procuring copies of the various publie documents, laws, 
&c., of Wisconsin.

His Excellency N. P. Tallmadge: 


Str—TI take the liberty of addressing you, in behalf of our 
University, in relation to the public documents, laws, &c., of 
Wisconsin. Our library contains the largest collection of 
books pertaining to America, which is to be found in any li- 
brary in the world, But in relation to Wisconsin, we are 
sadly deficient. "While some states are richly represented 
on our shelves, Wisconsin has not justice done to her. The 
time will come when every thing pertaining to her early his- 
tory will be somght for eagerly ; and it is very desirable for 
the honor of those now upon the stage that every thing pub- 
lished by Wisconsin should be preserved now, while it can 
be, from fire and accident, for no impartial history can be 
written without them. We have a building for our library 
which is fire-proof, or as nearly so as it can be, consistently 
with the preservation of the books, from dampness, conse- 
quently whatever is placed in it will be almost certainly pre- 
served for hundreds of years, or as long as the library lasts. 
And we should be very glad to place upon its shelves Every 
THING, even the MINUTEST pamphlet, which Wisconsin ever 
has published, or shall publish hereafter. 


During the sessioh of the Michigan legislature, I wrote to 
Gov. Felch upon the same subject. Beinga literary man 
he understood the value ofthe hint, entered into the matter 
with great zeal, and procured a law to be passed instructing 
the secretary to send a copy of every thing which the state 
had published from the commencement of its existence as a 
territory, which could be found. and future secretaries to for- 
ward copies of every thing which should be published here- 
after. The governor himself overhauled the document room, 
made out a list of every thing he could find, gave a detailed 
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account of what could not be obtained in consequence ofthe 
havoc made by fire, and sent them tous. The consequence 
is that owing to the magnanimous resolve of the legislature, 
and the efficiency of the governor, the laws, documents, jour- 
nals, &c., of Michigan form, though imperfect, the most per- 
fect collection of the kind which our library contains. 

It seems to me it will be of great advantage to Wisconsin 
hereafter, to have a perfect series of alt the books and pam- 
phlets she has ever published deposited in our fire-proof 
building. If the territorial government will forward them to 
us and continue them from year to year, we will put them on 
our sheives, catalogue them and preserve them carefully, so 
that posterity shall know, sir, what you and your contempo- 
raries in office and others have done in their day towards 
moulding the character and institutions of a young country, 
which is growing to manhood with an almost incredible rap- 
idity. Unless steps are taken in proper time to preserve such 
documents from fire, and accidents, and carelessness, poster- 
ity can never know the struggles, the trials, the deprivation 
which their ancestors underwent when they left the homes 
and graves of their fathers and wandered off where 


“ The course of empire westward takes her way." 


Children will look back with intense interst to what per- 
tained to their ancestors; and the public documents will 
show to them and to the world how much they did and suf- 
fered in laying the foundations of a state of society, of which 
they are enjoying the benefits. Our library is constantly con- 
sulted from various parts of the Union for its valuable histor- 
ical treasures ; even from Wisconsin one gentleman has been 
here to see what he could find respecting the territory ; no 
man who is writing the history of any state will hardly dare 
to risk his reputution in publishing it, without first consulting 
this, the largest library in the world, upon American history, 
and we should be glad to have Wisconsin make so bold and. 
striking a show on our shelves as to command the attention of 
visitors whether they asked about her or not. Let us have 
the books and pamphlets and every thing she publishes aud: 
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we will do what we can to make them do honor to the territo» 
ry which ‘must speedily become a state.

Sir :—The managers of the British Museum, (a national 
institution, under the direction of parliament,) have recently 
decided, at the suggestion of Henry Stevens, Jr. Esq., of 
Vermont, to purchase a complete collection of American 
books in all branches of literature, from the earliest period to 
the present. 

This collection is intended to comprise a series, as com- 
plete as possible, of all public documents, statutes, journals, 
and state papers of every description printed by order of con- 
gress, and of the legislatures of each of the several states.: l 

The undersigned, booksellers at New York and London, 
are instructed to purchase all these documents, &c., and, as 
Americans, we are ambitious that this liberal, intelligent and 
comprehensive design should be thoroughly and faithfully . 
carried out in a similarly liberal spirit, and at a suitably mod- 
erate expense. 

We should feel obliged, therefore, if you will inform us 
as soon as possible— 

I. What portion of the records, statutes, or public docu- 
ments of your state, from its first existence, can now be sup- 
plied for this purpose, and at what cost? — " 

II. Whether you can direct the transmission to us, either 
annually or oftener, of all future documents, etc. printed by 
your legislature and state government, and at what cost ? 

As soon as we ascertain these particulars we shall, at once, 
authorize you to draw upon us at ten days' sight for the 
amount, or we will remit it as you may direct. 

We would, at the same time, venture, most respectfully, to 
suggest, that the liberality of the British government in pre- 
senting the voluminous publie records of Great Britain to 
many public libraries in the United States might, perhaps, be 
suitably responded to on this occasion; namely, by the free 


presentation from the several state governments of their re- 
45 
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spective public records for the library of the British Museum, 
This suggestion is not made at the instance of the directors, 
nor have they intimated it in any manner—the order for the 
purchase of the documents being unconditional. Believing, 
however, that the governments of at least such states as have 
been benefitted by the courteous liberality of the British gov- 
ernment in the instance referred to, would promptly and 
cheerfully avail themselves of such an opportunity to return 
the compliment, and that it might not otherwise occur to 
those governments, we have thus ventured respectfully to 
request that you will refer this suggestion to the government 
‘of your state, in case it meets your views. If, however, there 
should be any impediments in the way of this object, we are 
prepared to purchnse the documents, &c. as soon as we re- 
ceive your communication respecting them.

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REPORT i 


OF THE COMMITTEE ON INTERNAL. IMPROVEMENTS RELATIVE TO & 
RAIL ROAD FROM LAKE MICHIGAN TO THE MISSISSIPPI RIVER. 


The committee on internal improvements, to. which were 
referred the several petitions ef the people of Wisconsin rel- 
ative to a rail road from Lake Michigan to. the Mississippi 
river, submit the following 


REPORT: 


That they have had under consideration the several. peti- 
tions, and feel the importance of the subject committed to: 
their charge, and have unanimously come to the conclusion 
that the time has arrived when the proposed work is demand- 
* ed by the country. Concurring fully in the sound rule of 
poliey, which has been recently adopted by a public body 
in this place, and which will doubtless be sanctioned by the 
people of the territory ; that the state of Wisconsin shall ab- 
stain wholly from engaging in works of internal improve- 
ments, and from incurring any debt or liability on account of 
the same, when private enterprise can or will accomplish 
works important te the state, the committee deem it equally 
wise and politic to throw open the door to private enterprise 
and to grant to individuals and bodies politic, all such le- 
gislative facilities, for the construction of public works as 
are consistent with the safety of the people at large, and 
with the protection of private rights. 


The petitioners ask for an act of incorporation, granting 
- the usual rights and franchises, and authorizing the con- 
struction and maintenance of a rail road from the city of 
Milwaukee, to some eligible point on the Mississippi 
river, in Wisconsin territory. The precise points of termi- 
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nation as well as the general route of the road are «properly 
left to the choice and determination of the future stock- 
holders, who will be most interested in a judicious lo- 
cation, and who, by careful surveys and examinations 
will be able to select more wisely than could be done 
by the committee, with their united means of information. 
In one general fact, however, common sentiment seems 
to be agreed, and that is, that the surface of the country, 
between lake Michigan and the Mississippi river, in 
this territory, presents several favorable routes, over 
which a good and substantial track of rail road may be 
laid, at a far less expense, and with much larger curves 
and lower grades, than the average of eastern rail roads 
present. 


Observation and experience seem equally concurrent in 
the belief, that such a road when completed, will be a- 
like profitable to the stockholders and useful and conveni- 
ent to the people of Wisconsin. 


The rapid improvement of our lands and increase of 
our population, are creating the necessity for travel and 
swelling the amount of produce to be conveyed to mar- 


ket. 


The immense quantity of mineral, on the west, and 
the rich and fertile state of Iowa, which will seek a mar- 
ket across our territory, whenever a channel. shall be o- 
pened, give additional assurance that the business of a 
rail road will be such as to invite capital from abroad to 
seek investment in its construction. 


To our own people, the expenditure of several millions 
of dollars in their midst, in paying for labor, materials, 
and sustenance ; to say nothing of the importance of the 
work to the territory ; cannot be an object of indifference, 
while the establishment of a means of transportation for 
persons and property which brings all as it were at the 
very doors of the great markets, both on the lake and the 
river, will enhance the general value of lands and strength- 
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en the great social bands which give unity and peace to 
a state. 

In accordance with these views, the committee intro- 
duce the accompanying bill, entiled '*an act to incorpo- 
rate the lake Michigan and Mississippi river Rail Road 
Company." 

All of which is respectfully submitted.
